LONDON, Oct. 2:—The Petrograd cor- 
respondent. of the Chronicle says: ‘‘Great 
German guns which now are making 
their difficult way back over the 
marshes to the north and south of 
Suwalki, met their match. During the 
fighting on the Niemen there appeared 
for the first time a new pattern of Rus- 
sian gun of large caliber and consider- 
able mobility. It is a product of the 
famous Putidoff works.

RUSS SIANS | DRIVE 
BACK GERMANS 


General Staff Announces That 
Forces Which Attacked 


Ossowetz Are Retreating. 

PETROGRAD, Oct. 2.—The_ general 
staff has given out the following of- 
ficial communication: 

“The Russian troops have continued 
to repulse the enemy from the bounda- 
ries of the governments of Suwalki and 
Lomza (bordering on Germany). The en- 
fagement has been very flerce west of 
Symno. 

“The German troops that were at- 
tacking Ossowetz are retreating hastily 
tu the north. Considerable forces of the 
enenty, of which the bulk arrive from 
the west, are concentrating in the dis- 
tricts west of the governments o 
Piotrkow and Kielce (near Cracow, Ga- 
licia). 

“The Russian cavalry and vanguard 
are reconnpitering energetically through 
all that region, impeding, through vig- 
crous attacks, the movement of the 
enemy. The Germans always endeavor 
to use the highways in Russian terri- 
tory because the other roads, being 
trains. 


German Infantry Surprised. 

“An attack by the Russian cavalry 
against the Gerntan vanguard in front 
of Andrew, and marching on Kielce, was 
crowned with great success. The Ger- 
man infantry was caught unawares and 
is retreating in disorder, pursued by the 
Russian cavalry. 

“The bombardment of Ossowetz did 

damage to only a few private dwellings 
and a few telephone lines, as the garri- 
son was sheltered by numerous concrete 
walls. 
“The offensive by the Russian troops | 
marching through the forests of Augus- 
towo was not covered by the artillery. 
South of Augustowo a hand-to-hand en- 
gagement took place. It was particular- 
ly fierce in the semi-circle between the 
Bialobrozege basin, which was crossed 
by a Russian column, and the Augus- 
towo Cana! near the Borki basin. The 
issue of this engagement was decided by 
an attack from Augustowo. 


Russians Attack Through Defiles. 

‘Northwest of the forest of Augus- 
towo the Russians were compelled to 
attack the rear guard of the Germans 
through numerous defiles and in forti- 
fied positions, where the Russian in- 
fantry received great help from its 
heavy artillery, which dealt great losses 
to the enemy, who were dislodged from 
the entrenchments and retired under our 
fire.

Among the crew of the Hylas we" 
several sailors who had been aboard 
the Hyades when she was captured bj 
the Dre:ien. These sailors said tha 
while the Hyades was in port at Per. 
nambuco, the time of her departure 
was made known to the Dresden, which 
was waiting outside, although out of 
sight. 

When the Hyadet reached the open 
she was stopped by the Dresden. A 
prize crew was sent aboard, and the 
Hyades’ crew taken off. After the 
prize crew had removed from the Hy- 
ade« what ‘hey thought most desirable, 


the Dresden'’s guns scent her to tte 
Lottom. 

According to Chief Steward Doug- 
las Duncan of the Hylas, who held 
the same office on the Hyades, it re- 
quired 43 shots, fired at a range of 
less than half a mile, to send the 
ship to the bottom. Ten shots were 
fired by the Germans, he said, be- 
fore they succeeded in hitting the 
boat and the eleventh struck an awn- 
ing spar. 

The crew, after being taken from 
the Hyades was placed aboard the 
Hamburg-American line steamship.

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Germans Have Failed 
to Regain Offensive, 
Expert Demonstrates

CTUAL fighting on the line of the 
A Aisne began Saturday, Sept. Ll, 
near Soissons. On the following 
day the British and French before and 
about Soissons forced the passage of the 
river, and effected a lodgment on the 
first hills above the town, which form 
the southern edge of the Craonne pla- 
teau. Further advance was checked by 
the German heavy artillery, which was 
discovered solidly placed on cement 
platforms and protected by a maze of 
trenches and earthworks. 

Since Sept. 12, when the battle of the 
Aisne opened, there have been a num- 
ber of phases wiicu have in turn been 
the central circumstances in terrific con- 
flicts. They may be summed up in the 
statement that, at the outset of the 
conflict the allied purpose was to pre- 
vent the Germans from taking root in 
France about the Champagne Hills; this 
having failed, there followed more 
struggles, provoked by the efforts of 
the Germans, having reorganized their 
forces after retreat, to retake the of- 
fensive and resume their march to 
Paris, 

In these earlier phases, there was 
terrific fighting north and east of Sois- 
sons, on the Craonne Plateau and about 
Rheimg. In their attempt the Ger- 
mans, like the allies, failed, and in the 
operation two parallel lines of intrench- 
ments, from the Oise to the Meuse, 
were stretched straight across Northern 
France, 

Noyor Forts a Check. 

The next major operation, beginning 
about 10 days ago, was the French 
thrust at Von Kluck’s right flank. In 
the pursuit of the Germans from the 
Marne the army of Paris had been on 
Von Kluck’s right flank until it reached 
Noyon. Here fortifications on the 
Noyon Hills and along the Somme in 
front of St. Quentin and Peronne tem- 
porarily checked the flanking move- 
ment. Further delay was caused by the 
condition of the roads. 


Tnia operation was not abandone(, 
however, and last week London dis- 
patches described the advance of the 
French, coming around by the lower 
Somme, through Amiens, and then turn- 
ing east toward St. Quentin, Le Cate- 
let and Roisel, to all of which they are 
described as having advanced.

At 
the same time the Bavarian army, mov- 
ing out from Metz and toward the forts 
of the Meuse south of Verdun, ‘suc- 
ceeded in forcing a passage of the 
Meuse between Verdun and Toul and 
tuking one of the barrier forts near 
St. Mihiel. 

Would Open Short Road. 

Such an advantage, if pressed, would 
means the complete isolation of Verdun, 
which was under severe bombardment 
by the great German siege guns brought 
from Metz.

It is com- 
posed of the best known American doc- 
tors in Paris and a few from New York. 
Among the volunteer nurses aud attend- 
ants are wives of bankers here, Ameri- 
can girls who have married French titles 
and girls who since war came have lost 
employment as teachers of languages, 
stenographers and governesses. The men 
are members of Jockey Club, are stu- 
den\ medical students, clerks and 
bouk ardiers. They are all working to- 
gether in most admirable harmony and 
under an organization that in its effi- 
ciency far surpasses that of any other 
hospital in Paris. 

Later it is going to split the American 
colony in twain. If you did mot work in 
the American ambulance corps you won't 
belong. 

Attached to the hospital is a squadron 
of automobile ambulances, 19 of which 
were presented by the Ford company 
and 10 purchased. Their chassis have 
been covered with khaki hoods and 
fitted ‘to carry two wounded men and 
attendants. On their runs they. aré ac- 
companied by automobiles with medical 
supplies, tires and gasoline. The ambu- 
lances scout at the rear of the battle 
line and carry. back those whickh the 
field hospitals cannot handle. 

The other day I watched orderlies who 
accompany these ambulances handling 
about forty English wounded, transfer- 
ring them from the automobiles to the 
reception hall, and the smartness and 
intelligence with which the members 
of each crew worked together was like 
that of a champion polo team, 


Describes Airship’s Bomb Throwing. 
The editor of a London paper, who 
is In Paris investigating English hos- 
pital conditions, witnessed the same 
performance and told me that in han- 
dling the wounded it surpassed in effi- 
clency anything he had ever seen. 

We have had another visit from a 
gallant General—a German. Hidden by 
clouds, he dropped five bombs into 
Paris while everybody either was at 
church or was going to church, and 
succeeded in killing a lawyer and in 
tearing the leg off a little girl. Wher 
the gendarme picked her up, she said: 
“Don’t tell my mother how serious it 
is.”’ 

Ambassador Herrick, with Hiugh 
Frazier, second secretary of the em- 
bassy, passed over the place where 
the bomb fell just a few miputes be- 
fore it struck.

Germans in Four Movements. 

It is the opinion of observers here, 
who judge the situation from infor- 
mation in Petrograd, that, as a result 
of the recent fighting on the Russian- 
German frontier, including the unsuc- 
cessful attempts of the Germans to 
cross the River Niemen, the German 
positions are sufferang from the ef- 
forts to concentrate troops from four 
directions on the Polish border, where 
a decisive battle is expected. 

The north division of the German 
army landed between Memel, in East 
Prussia, and Polangen, in Russia, but 
proceeded no farther than Rossieny, in 
the Province of Kovna. army from the 
Province of Suwalki, repulsed at 
Druskeniki, on the left bank of the 
River Niemen, now is attempting to 
cross this river at Gretch, where a 
big battle is in progress. It evidently 
is the intention of this army to flank 
the Russians under Gen. Ruazasky. 

A third army is trying to proceed 
from Meidenburg, in East Prussia, 
southeast in the direction of Warsaw, 
but apparently without success. Sim- 
ultaneously the main German forces, 
starting from Posen, are proceeding 
eastward with Cracow as their objec- 
tive. The southern division of the 
German army already has joined with 
the Austrians at Cracow.

Critic Says Germans Are Preparing 
to Advance on the Vistula. 
LONDON, Oct. 2.—The Petrograd cor- 
respondent of the Times sends this 
comment on the operations in the east- 

ern war theater: 

“Col. Shumsky, the military critic, 
says that the Germans are hastening 
to concentrate a mass of troops between 
Breslau and Cracow in order to ad- 
vanee on the right bank of the Vistula 
and thus compel the Russians either to 
evacuate Galicia or to achieve a de- 
cisive battle. 

“The Germans are displaying an in- 
ordinate appetite. Not content with un- 
dertaking a decisive engagement in Si- 
lesia, they are trying a siege at Osso- 
wetz, at the other end of the strategic 
front. ’ 

“Evidently they are confident of suc- 
cess at the battle in Silesia, as they are 
preparing a route across the River Nie- 
men. In any case their attempt to car- 
ry out this new scheme will lead to a 
swift denouement.” 

A Petrograd dispatch 
Telegram Co. says: 

“In the Suwalki district from the left 
flank of the Germans the Russians 
foiled two determined attempts to force 
a passage of the Niemen River, be- 
tween Olita on the north and Druske- 
niki on the south. Military critics point 
out that with the capture of Augustowo 
and Koptzyewo the Russians have 
broken the German center. 

"The German line extended from Osso- 
wetz to Symno, and the Ruasians, with 
great bravery, have expelled the Ger- 
mans from their intrenchments on the 
lakes, which are divided by only from

“The German losses at Druskeniki 
@mounted to 2,000. The rains have mired 
the roads so that many German guns 
have been imbedded and lost."* 

The Petrograd correspondent of the 
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Morning Dispatch has sent the follow- 
ing: 

“Experts here confess themselves un- 
able to conceive what objects Germany 
sought by the incursion into Russian 
territory up to the line of the Niemen 
River. Whatever the reason, the inva- 
sion has proved a fiasco. 

“The invaders—something like a dozen 
army corps—-are now doing their best to 
get out of Russia under a steady down- 
pour of rains which hourly are widening 
the already extensive areas of morass. 
The German infantry is suffering ter- 
ribly under weather and road condi- 
tions, while the artillery probably will 
remain in Russian territory and be 
fished out when winter frosts make the 
roads passable again. 

“The German Emperor's lightning 
streke aimed at Russia has failed. Ger- 
many has left another 20,000 first-line 
troops dead on the field, while the re- 
treating troops are caught in a posi- 
tion which suits the wily Cossacks ad- 
mirably.”’ 

Germans ‘Take Supreme Command 
Against the Russians. 

ROME, via Paris, Oct. 2.—According 
to dispatches reaching here, all the Bo- 
hemian and Moravian railroads are con- 
gested with German troops and war ma- 
terial, which are being transported to 
the Russian frontier. Germany is mak- 
ing a supreme effort to face the Rus- 
sian advance, and all civilian transpor: 
has been forbidden. 

Dispatches from Vienna Say tliat the 
Austrian staff is entirely dependent ou 
that of Germany, which has assumed 
supreme command in the campaign 
against Russia. 


HUGE STEEL ORDER 
FOR BRITISH ARMY 
WINTER QUARTERS 


PITTSBURG, Oct. 42—An order for 
1,000 tons of steel sheets, roughly 
estimated in value at from $4,000,000 to 
$6,000,000 is in prospect, according to 
advices received here. 

The sheets are required for hofising 
field troops now engaged in the Eu- 
ropean war during the approaching win- 
ter. At least a part of this huge order 
will be booked for the Pittsburg district. 
Details of the contract are eager. It 
is said the British Government will be 
the buyer. 

The sheet metal houses instead of 
tents for troops exposed to the elements 
during the severe weather have been 
adopted as the most serviceable. Being 
constructed in sections they can be 
taken down and removed and erected 
again in a short time. 

The difference in the estimated cost 
of the sheets is largely due to the ques- 
tion whether black or galvaniged mate- 
rial will be used, the latter being the 
more costly. 

While the question of filling the 
order is to the milis one largely of 
business operations, and of the ability 
of the American concerns to supply the 
order under the neutral laws of this

parture of their bread winners for 
armed service.

vain efforts to check our advance after 
having uselessly tried to break through 
somewhere. : 

“This situation, even though it can 
still last some time, must inevitably 
end by the definite retreat of our ad 
versary. The besieged in any lines, the 
experience of battles teaches one, can- 
not indetinitely preserve the defensive.”’ 
Germans Nearly Exhausted, Says 

Writer on the Battle Line. 

AT THE BATTLE FRONT, Oct. 1L 
via Paris.—The recent terrible hand-to- 
hand conflicts on the western and east- 
ern wings arose from the attempts of 
the Germans and the allied Generals to 
execute flanking movements in great 
force at the same time in the open 
country. The lines of the armies have 
been growing even longer in the last 10 
days, in a mutual endeavor to overlap 
each other. 

The wings have been heavily rein- 
forced, but the allies have been able 
to bring greater power to bear and have 
prevented the Germans from breaking 
through and have gained ground stead- 
ily and now have the advantage. 

The German attacks in the last & 
hours seem to have become less ener- 
getic. The allies have been able to re- 
pulse them and follow them up more 
easily. There are signs that exhaustion 
is setting in among the invaders, owing 
tc the hard fighting and the severe 
weather conditions. Meanwhile the allies 
are being given intervals of rest in the 
trenches between the periods of intense | 
exertion, as fresh relays can be brought 
to the front at any time. 

Rich Students Dispatch Riders. 

The Generals in command of the allies 
are full of praise for the corps of dis- 
patch riders, who since the beginning 
of the great battle of the Aisne, have 
kept up communication between the 
various corps along the line now Spread- 
ing from the Somme to the Moselle and 
ajong the frontier of Alsace-Lorraine. 

The dispatch riders are mostly volun- 
teers from British universities, many of 
trem wealthy youths. Night and day 
iney have made dashes through the 
country infested with German cavalry, 
carrying messages which kept the brig- 
ades and army corps in close touch and 
enabled commanders to send reinforce- 
ments to the points where they were 
most needed. 

On many occasions these dispatcl: rid- 
ers, Mounted o11 motor cycles, by sheer 
audacity and speed, have scattered 
reconnoitering parties of German cav- 
alry, sometimes facing enormous odds 
in their dangerous work. : 


Hanotaux Says Battle Is Near EKnd, 
With Victory for Allies. , 

BORDEAUX, Oct. 2.—Gabrie!l Hano- 

taux, former Foreign Minister, sums up 
the situation at the front in a most op- 
timistic manner. He says: 
“The great central battle is raging to 
an immense extent on both wings. 
Roughly speaking, the Germans have 
taken refuge in an immense fortress. 
The only open doors for them are 
through Maubeuge northward, then to 
Hirson and finally to Mezieres. Despite 
reinforcements, they have been repulsed 
continuously.

NERVES IN THE TRENCHES © 
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to Go Back 


BY GEOFFREY YOUNG, 
Special Corresvondent of the Post- 
Dispatch and the London Dally News. 

LONDON, Oct. 2.-—I returned from the 
Continent teday. When I left the bat- 
tle center a few days ago a lull had 
come in the flerceness of the struggle 
along the Aisne. 


The day before I left I was involved 
in a movement of French forces round 
the left wing near Clermont. Late *n 
that day I learned from an airman of 
the great rapidity with which the Ger- 
mans were pouring in reinforcements 
to their army from Vosges to the liné 
of the Oise and toward Peronne. 

It was the mass of these troops and 
the rapidity of their swing across and 
into the lines that enabled the Germans 
to anticipate the allies’ move, and for a 
time even to push them back at Las- 
signy, Chaulnes and Peronne, as We 
learn from the official communications. 

Tuesday, the 22d, was the date of my 
last visit to the lines on the Aisne and 
my last opportunity of seeing something 
of actual fighting. We reached Fismes 
early in the day and there got rumors 
from Paris that the Germans had pene- 
trated south in this region. We were 
relieved to find an extremely peaceful 
landscape. . 

Crossed on Pontoon, 

For several weeks we had been inquir- 
ing in vain on all our excursion for a 
certain French infantry regiment to 
which belonged the much loved brother 
of my chauffeur. At Fismes we came 
by chance upon a small section of his 
company who were escorting some 
wounded. They told us where we could 
find the missing brother engaged in the 
trenches across the Aisne. The river 
was crossed on a light pontoon for in- 
fantry only." I will not specify the 
point nearer than to say that we were 
behind a notable junction of the armies, 


A low spur, rather exceptionally 
wooded, came down close to the bapk 
In a temporary camp of shelters and 
trenches under this spur, the much- 
sought brother greeted us. A Lieuten- 
ant who was in charge invited us to 
share the common rations.

Democratic Primary Vote. 


The total Democratic vote in the 
primary is estimated at 260,000, nearly 
40 per cent of the vote cast in the 
last State election, 649,559. The presi- 
dential vote for Wilson in the same 
election was 655,475. 

The return of Progressives to the 
Republican party, as indicated by the 
returns, swelled the Republican total 
primary vote to about 60 per cent of 
the vote cast by the party in the last 
election. - 

Only about 40 per cent of the total 
vote of the State was cast in the pri- 
mary, but this was the first primary 
election in the State, and because of the 
‘| war and business problems in which 
the people have been so deeply absorbed, 
it has been pointed out that the primary 
was not advertised so extensively as it 
would have been under normal condi- 
tions.

With only a few. precincts to report, 
the returns indicate that Frederick M. 
Davenport has beaten William Sulzer 
for the Progressive nomination for Gov- 
ernor by approximately 3000 votes. 

James W. Wadsworth apparently has 
beaten William FF. Calder for the Re- 
publican senatorial nomination by 65500. 

Ambassador James W. Gerard won the 
[Geemocratic nomination for the U. 5S. 
Senate over Franklin D. Roosevelt by 
75,000. Gov. Glynn's majority over John 
A. Hennessy will probably reach 125,000, 
Whitman will have a plurality of about 
65,000 over Job Hedges and Frederick 
M. Davenport for the Republican nom- 
ination for Governor.

September Customs Receipts 
Fall Off $9,500,000, but Inter- 


nal Revenue Shows Increase. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 2. — Although 
Government revenues from customs fell 
off about $9,500,000 during September 
compared with the same month in 1913, 
Treasury officials today fouhd some 
comfort in figures on recent exports in 
grain and cotton.

By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 2—The report of the 
Royal Commission, appointed at the out- 
break of the war with full power to 
deal with all questions on the public 
sugar supply, shows that a great ex- 


periment has been made with State 
Socialism, and with such success that 
there has only -been a small increase 
in price and no shortage of sugar. 

The commission practically cornered 
the available supply, and so checked 
speculation for a rise in the price. The 
sugar so cornered was sold to refiners 
at a fixed price, with the proviso that 
they in turn should sell to retailers at 
moderate prices which were definitely 
determined. 

The report gives all the necessary de- 
tails of the record of fixing prices and 
so forth, but says nothing concerning 
the sources of supply or the quantity 
secured. It is understood, however, 
that most of the sugar was obtained 
from Java, Mauritius, Cuba and Dam- 
erara, and that owing to the depres- 
sion of the trade in America, the com- 
mission was able to obtain all they 
wanted at not more than double the 
prices formerly prevailing. About 90,- 
000 tons were purchased at an average 
o” $100 a ton, involving an outlay of 
$90,000,000. It is not expected that the

From the beginning of tte-emr the British 
adopted the rule “Business as Usual,” and concen- 
trated all the energy and resources that could be 
spared from naval and military necessities to 
the task of keeping business going. 

The rule is founded on the highest practical 
wisdom, -Why add to the cost of the war the 
heavy cost of business paralysis? Why not try 
vigorously to offset the cost of war with the gains 
of business? 

There is nothing sordid in the rule. Not only 
the prosperity, but the actual life and comfort of 
the people rest upon their financial, industrial 
and commercial activities. The necessaries of in- 
dividual and national life are drawn from them. 

According to all reports the British rule is 
working well. Government and business men are 
co-operating to restore financial stability and 
elasticity, to stimulate building, to keep the fac- 
tories open and commodities moving. Optimism 
and energy are driving out gloom and inertia. 

If the British, in the midst of war, with its 
great drain upon their resources and its destruc- 
tion and menace to their trade, can keep business 
going, what cannot Americans do? We have all 
our resources. We are only indirectly hurt. Our 
finances are only disarranged. Some industries 
end commercial activities have been hard hit. 
Others have been stimulated. New opportunities 


Let us take a leaf from British good sense. 
Let us quit brooding over calamity and shrieking 
about losses and go to work. Let us turn our 
eyes away from the business blockades and look 
for the business opportunities. 

Much of our business depression is wholly 
mental. It is caused by paralysis of the mind. 
It is pure panic which induces confusion and 
inertia. 

Americans should set an example to the world 
of initiative, ingenuity and energy in meeting the 
business crisis, not only for our own benefit, but 
for the benefit of the millions abroad who are de- 
pendent upon us for supplies. Present prosperity 
and future rewards rest upon prompt, useful and 
efficient service in all Hnes of industrial and 
commercial activity. 

Let us do business and quit talking war. 
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A MISTAKE, OF COURSE. 
The Illinois Central Railroad’s annual report 
shows an increase of $1,592,797 in operating reve- 
nue and $1,568,711 in net income for the year

For many years “what to do with our ex-Presi- 
dents” has plagued the American people to the 
utter neglect of that greater question, what to do 
with our Presidents.

The censorship curtain lifts for a moment and a 
great force of native Indian troops suddenly ap- 
pears in Europe to fight her battles fer her.

They come via the Sues Canal and the 
Mediterranean, and, landing at Marseilles, proceed 
by rail to reinforce thefr English masters on the 
firing line. 

Not since the last of the Aryan expeditions left 
the time-weary old peninsula to conquer homes 
ever farther and farther to the West, has Purope 
seen such an invasion. From the time of Alex- 
ander’s empire to Vasco de Gama's discoveries, 
India had slight communication with the western 
countries of the Eastern Hemisphere. History 
herself is amazed. To find a parallel she must 
search traditions that antedate her own records. 
Two divisions of infantry and four brigades of 
cavalry there are of them—probably 40,000 or 50,- 
000 in all, a bigger force than Alexander had of 
the Greeks when he led them overland to India. 

How will the Sikhs—Hindoos who reject caste— 
fraternize with France’s Mohammedan Turcos? 
Have the Gurkhas brought with them their kukri, 
the long, curving knives with which they do an ex- 
ecution unpleasant to look upon? Nobody who 
remembers his Kipling will doubt the courage with 
which the Sikhs and Gurkhas will fight or the 
formidable strength they will bring to the cause 
of the allies.

CLEARS MYSTERY 


Confesses Stealing $15,000 
Gems of Paris Banker’s 
Daughter in New York. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—The theft last 
year of gems worth $15,000 from Miss 
Mary Kohn, daughter of a Paris bank- 
er, was cleared up today to the satis- 
faction of the police by a confession at- 
tributed to Herbert JZ. Eaton, a,young 
man who lay at death’s door Pom a 
detective’s bullet. 

Eaton, who lived in well-to-do circum- 
stances. with his wife and baby. was 
shot late Wednesday night while run- 
ning away from detectives, who had 
caught him in a trap baited with a 
wealthy woman and a roll of bills. 

Mrs. Gertrude Pike, who lured 
Eaton to arrest, told the police that 
Eaton had telephoned to her, demand- 
ing $500 for jewels stolen from her 
apartment on Riverside Drive a few 
days before. She had met him at a 
fashionable New York hotel, she said, 
when a woman friend ifitroduced him 
as “Mr. Williams.” The supposed 
Mr. Williams escorted her home and 
obtained possession of the key to her 
apartments—although she did _ not 
krow it then—when her handbag fell 
from her lap, scattering its contents. 
With they key, she charged, he ef- 
fected the robbery. 

Eaton, apparently about to die, had 
a long talk today with Inspector Fau- 
rot of the Detective Bureau, who as- 
serted Eaton had confessed the rob- 
bery of Miss Kohn’s apartments, in the 
fashionable section of Madison avenue, 
in sige 1913. Eaton had met Miss 
Kohn ‘Socially, it was stated, and no 
suspicion was ever attached to him. 
Gems, silk dresses and other valuables 
aggregating $15,000 were stolen 

By day Eaton was private secretary 
to a member of a large wine importing 
firm of. this city. He seldom left home 
in the evening and to all appearances 
was a model young man, with good 
social connections.

Wall Street Expects Shipping 
Situation to Be Quickly 
Worked Out. 


Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, says: 
“There were several developments of 
importance affecting financial conditions 
. The gold pool commenced to 
sell exchange on the terms already an- 
nounced, and considerable business was 
done. The banks showed a heavy gain 
of cash on their movement with interior 
institutions, the feature aa a $24,000,- 

increase for the week. Allowing 

the gold shipped to Canada, the indi- 
cations are for a net gain from all 
sources of $11,000,000 in tomorrow's offi- 
cial return. There was no change in 
foreign exchange rates, but quotations 
were, if anything, a trifle easier, and 
the situation as a whole as regards the 
exchange market was decidedly more 
comfortable than it was earleir in the 


week. 
“Advices from interior markets, to- 
ether with the showing made by the 
s on the currency movement, point- 
e4 strongly to the fact that the banks 
of the large interior cities were begin- 
ning to enlarge their New York bal- 
ances. Tt was evident also that Institu- 
tions of the West, which had applied 
for large amounts of emergency cur- 
rency the first stages of the dis- 
turbance, were finding it rather difficult 
now to employ the notes advan- 
tageously. 
Strain on Market Is Over. 

“This shows that the strain is large~ 
ly over, and that many of the banks 
will probably arrange soon to retire 
their emergency currency. The move- 
ment in any event is not far off, as 
gzome of the banks in the large re- 
serve centers have little demand for 
eurrency shipments to the interior 
and cannot use the notes at home. 

“The banka here are sending very 
little currency out of town. Some of 
them have made no shipments to 
speak of for a fortnight past, and 
many of the banks which have lar 
balances belonging to interior inatl- 
tutions have received a great deal of 
eurrenc from 
within the last few days. 

“These sonditions have not yet had 
much intiuence upon the money mar- 
ket, as the banks continue to receive 
many applications for long-term loans 

om me orations and other having 
™m engagements to meet. 

ut the situation in the commercial 
r market showed clearly that 
-of-town banks were buying paper 
in larger blocks, and that there was, 
on the whole, much better absorption 
than there was a week or so ago. For 
all such loans, however, the bor- 
rowers pages offer 7 per cent, 
which is still the ruling rate for much 
of the business done.
